means of an.electrical current set 
in motion from without. 

A mechanical mine consists: of 
a spherical stecl case, usually 
about. 39 inches in diameter, 
which; is made’ to float by the 
provision .of an ait space inside 
the case. The mine is anchored 
at any desived depth by mtans of 
a sinker attached 'to a steel cable. 
The charge is usually composed 
of about 500 pounds of gun-cot- 
ton, with a small dry primer and 
detonatof to start ignition. 
R Another method used to fire 
mechanical mines is that of plac- 
ing through the fuse a delicate 
platinum wire which is heated so 
;soon as ther electrical circuit 
from. batteries contained in the 
| case is completed. This is ach- 


ieved by running wires into a! 


small. vessel containing mercury 
in such fashion, that the tilting 
of the cup to an- angle of about 
70 degrees causes the mercury to 
act as an automatic connection 
and establish the cifcuit. All 
mines of this class require to he 
struck by some object, such as 
the submerged portion of a ves- 
sel, in.order to be ignited. They 
have the serious - disadvantage 
,that once laid they are, to a 
great extent, uncontrollable and 
are dangerous to friend and foe 
lalike. 

The second. class.of submarine 
mine is much more elaborate. in 
construction, and method of fir-, 
ing,-bat-—it-has--the advantage of 
being tinder the control of. oper: 
ators, ustially on shore, and it 
does not constitute a danger, to 
friendly vessels using the waters 
beneath which it is laid. The 
cases used in the construction of 
this class of mine are generally 
clyindrical in shape and rest up- 
on the sea or river bed, but the 
flashing type may also be used. 
Proceeding from the case to the 
point of operation are electrical 
cables hy means of which a: cir- 
cuit can be established through

tive if-liberty was not to perish. 

The times were ripe. For forty 
years there had been no vital is- 
sue in American politics; there 
had been nothing to fire cmotion, 
although passion had been stir- 
red; there was nothing to bring 
out that which was best in men. 
When men had something not 
only to live for, but also to die 
for, politics had a meaning, the 
were an inspiration, they had al- 
most the sustaining power of: re- 
ligion; they were not to be treat- 
ed lightly or to be tossed about 
as merchandise. ~ When slavery

Democrats ‘cling’ to antiquated 
motions, resisting progress and 
burrowing in the metaphysics of 
the day of the. stage coach - to 
find precept for the code of life 
in the day of the telephone; the 
Republican party, born to bring 
freedom, had now entered into 
Partnership with industrial and 
social slavery, | The only issue 
between the two parties was the 
tariff, and that had long ceased 
to be an issue. You canfiot go 
to battle against a percentage. 
You cannot pretend that a great 
principle is at stake when prin- 
ciple resolves itself into a mat- 
ter of fractions. 

It was not the tariff that the 
workingmansand the man in the 
class above him saw and puzzled 
about. What he saw was great 
hardship, great luxury and great 
suffering. It was not schedules 
that made him think; it was the 
brutal exercise of power. It was 
not “‘percentages’”’ that he dis- 
cussed; it was the alleged exac- 
tions of trusts. 

He was in the mood to respond 
to the one man in his generation 
whose appeal was made, not only 
to -his body, but to his soul. 
Since Lincoln, Mr. Bryan was the 
;only leader whose plea was not 
‘less to the spiritual than to self- 
‘interest. He offered not only ma- 
‘terial betterment, but justice, 
‘and that was the appeal he made 
leo emotion. In Mr. Bryan’s plat- 
form social questions were rated 
higher than schedules. 

In 1896 some six million men 
followed Mr. Bryan to defeat, 
but they were not crushed, an 
their cause was not lost. Mr, 
Bryan was defeated, but, though 
defeated, he had done what no 
other American, with the single 
exception of Lincoln, had been 
able to do. Like Lincoln, he had 
created a new party and disintez- 
rated the old. on fortunate

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EDUCATIONALIST OPPOSES 
TEACHING OF SEX HY- 
GIENE

New York, Aug. 10.—Thomas 
W. Churchill, president of the 
Board of Education, recently in- 
nounced his opposition to the 


teaching of sex hygiene in the 
public schools. 
“For one reason,” said Mr. 


Churchill, ;in explaining his vppo- 
sition, “the city schools, with 
21,000 teachers, are different 
from village schools. While there 
might be potent reasons for 
teaching sex hygiene where every 
parent knew the teachers who 
would communicate sith’ informa- 
tion to the children, in,a system 
as large as ours we 


to display the intuition’ and. del 
icacy to mould without tisk the 
ideas of pupils upon this subject. 

“There is grave danger in sug. 
gestion to the unformed iain, 
Children differ, too. We have 
classes of forty and fifty, and I 
should, say it would be daagerois 
to attempt to teach them such 
things in class. It is a matter 
for individual instruction, with a 
full knowledge of each of the 
children you are going to in- 
struct. In attempting to impart 
sex information to children- in 
the mass you might find the rem- 
edy worse than the disease,” 

“Where should such instruction 
be imparted?”’ he was asked. 

“A parent who knows his or 
her child from birth and sees its 
mind forming and its  jdeals 
growing and expanding and js 
fully informed as to the individ- 
ual peculiarities of the child can 
touch upon matters of that kind 
sympathetically, and adapt the 
instruction to the needs of the 
situation,” was the reply. ‘There 
is always the dancer of diverting 
the trend of thought of 9 child in 
its transition state and giving 
entirely too much emphasis to 
the sex problem. While there 
are undoubtedly many instances 
to the contrary, my experience 
has been that where a child grows 
up without its thoughts having 
been diverted to matters of that 
kind, we yet, when they are full 
grown, very pure creatures. The 
most wholesome women I have 
known have never had such in 
struction; they have come from 
homes where there never was a 
éugyestion of the sex problem. 


“At this stage of our knowl- 
edge on child) nature and the 
psychology of — youth,’ = Mr. 


Churchill continued, “there is so 
little of certitude in the minds of 
most thinking people, and — prac- 
tical people as well, abotut the 
tuings
